MARTIN: MADDEN 
SEES REDUCTION 
N INGOME TAX 


Chairman of Appropria- 
tions Committee Says 
He Will Recommend 
Further Cut in Levy. 


Chicago, November .4.—(/)—Taxes 
-on 1927 incomes will be cut by con- 
gress between $200,000,000 and $300,- 
000,000, Martin B. Madden, of Chi- 
cago, chairman of the house appropria- 
tions committee, forecast today on 
the heels of his reelection to congress. 

Citing a predicted treasury surplus 
this year of $250,000,000, Madden said 
Congress “will undoubtedly be able to 
arrange a new tax cut effective in 
1928 on 1927 incomes,” and declared 
that he would recommend such a re- 
duction. 

Theater Tax Removal. 

Removal of theater and amusement 
tax, a further reduction of the surtax 
and a cut in the tax on corporations, 
are among the next steps in the light- 
ening of thé nation’s tax burden, Mad- 
den intimated, although he hesitated 
to forecast which taxes would receivé 
the benefit of the forthcoming cut. 

The congressman would not prorh- 


esy what new tax legislation might 
provide in regard to individual in- 
comes. 

The genesis of the quarterly pay- 
ment plan for income taxes was di- 
vulged today by Madden i" Seaan 600,000 
taxation. A man with a 
income tax came to him, ge repre- 
sentative said, and explained that to 
pay his tax all at once he would have 
to dump his goods on the market and 
break the price, with a possible de- 
pressing effect on business generally. 


Quarterly Tax Plan. 


The plea prompted Madden to call 
a hearing of the appropriations com- 
mittee, which devised the quarterly 
payment plan to relieve sudden strain 
on the nation’s reservoirs of credit. 

The proposed tax reduction, accord- 
ing to Representative Madden, will 
be made possible by the contemporary 
surplus. With the surplus pig sy 
to the treasury at the end of 1926 
he suggested, it would be simple to 
effect savings in 1927 which would 
justify a reduction along the lines he 
will recommend.

New Story Told 
Of Choir Murder 
By Girl Witness

New York, November 4.—Pearl 


Bahmer, the girt who found the bod- 


ies of Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills and the 
Rey. Edward Wheeler Hall under the 
crab-apple tree on the famous Phillips 
farm on the morning of September 16, 
1922, emerged today from long retire- 
ment with a new and sensational story 
of the murder. 

The girl gave an entirely new ver- 
sion of the connection of herself and 
Raymond Schneider, with the crime. 
Schneider was with her when the 
bodies were found and his name has 
long been linked with hers. 

Miss Bahmer today declared that 
the youth deliberately led her to the 
bodies that morning and pointed them 
out to her. He had admitted his pres- 
ence in DeRussey’s lane, nearby, on 
the night of the crime, at previous in- 
vestigations. 

Her story, if true, implies that the 
youth was at least at the scene of 
the crime when the murders were 
committed, or shortly thereafter. 

According to Miss Bahmer, when 
he took her for a walk two days after 
the crime, he knew exactly where to 
go to find the bodies of the slain pas- 


itor and his dead love. This indicates 


that he must have known more about 
the tragedy than he has ever told the 
authorities. 

Miss Babmer insists that the stories 
which she and Schneider told the c-- 
ficials at previous investigations were 
carefully concocted by the pair and 
that they both stuck to the versions 
agreed upon. She admits that these 
stories were false, but says that now 
she is willing to tel] the truth. 

The reason? 

Pearl Bahmer declares that she 
loved Raymond . Schneider at that 
time. She cared for him so intensely 
that she was willing to lie in order 
to shield him. And so she supported 
his contention that he had nothing to 
do with the crime. 

But now another love has come into 
her life. She is engaged to marry an- 
other man—and he urges her to tell 
the truth and clear her conscience, 
she says.

Above Average 


Washington, November 4.—(Spe- 
, cial. )—The A, A. A. issues a chart 


showing the receipts of the several 
states from registration fees, drivers’ 
licenses and gasoline taxes, not in- 
cluding federal or personal property 
taxes. The average per vehicle the 
country over is $20 

The number of registrations for 
Georgia is given as 248, 093, the total 
payments as $7,429,239 and average 
per vehicle as $30, or 50 per cent 
more than the national average. In 
surrounding states the figures vary 
widely. Florida aver 286 38S ve- 
hicles, paying $11,303,135, the aver- 
age per vehicle being $39. In other 
words, Florida, with only 38,295 more 
vehices registered, and a large per- 
centage being temporary foreign cars, 
gets $3, 873,896 more fees than does 
Georgia. So it is evident why Flori- 
da has better roads than Georgia. 

Alabama has 194,580 vehicles pay- 
ing $4,651,930, or $24 each, en- 
nessee gets $26 each, South Carolina 
$37 and North Carolina $42, which 
is the largest average taken by any 
state in the union. "The lowest aver- 
age is $10 per vehicle in Illinois.

It 
is in the nature of an opinion, whereas 
a license is in the nature of a con- 
tract and contemplates immediate de- 
velopment. 

“At the proper time, after due no- 
tice, the eral power commission 
will hold public hearings to get the 
views of the localities interested as to 
the development and we, of course, de 
sire such support as those interested 
may see fit to give at those hearings. 
The large investment required and 
public benefits to accrue from the de- 
velopment make it, we think, deserve 
public sympathy and: approval.” 


Before granting the permit, the 
federal power commission will hold 
public hearings to obtain views of 
affected localities on the proposal. 
The development also must meet the 
commission's requirements that it will 
show a comprehensive scheme of im- 
provement and utilization of the river 
for navigable purposes,, water power 
and other beneficial public uses; that 
proper precautions be taken to safe- 
guard public health; and that proper 
provision be made for fishways.

They think it better 
to let them weaken the republican 
stand in senate committees and rely 
upon their voting with the democrats 
on contested issues that may arise 
and that would defeat republican 
plans. 

The present senate meets again No- 
vember 10 to organize as a court of 
impeachment, and three new senators 
elected Tuesday will take seats there- 
in. They are Stewart, of Iowa; 
Hawes, of Missouri, and Walsh, of 
Masaschusetts, all elected for unex- 

pired terms. 

President Coolidge is generally be- 
lieved eliminated from third-term con- 
sideration, except in one event. The 
Wayne Wheeler republican end of 
the Anti-Saloon .league proposes to 
make prohibition enforcement a ma- 
jor campaign issue of 1928 and hold 
that the president should be renomi- 
nated against any such democrat as 
Al Smith, Governor Ritchie, Senator 
Reed, or any ofher - moist candidate 
nominated by the democrats. 

The -president’s close friends who 
have been sounded on the subject are 
said to look with faver upen that 
sort of strategy. They would like 
greatly to have the democratic party 
again denounced throughout the coun- 
try as “the whisky party.’ They 
believe that in a straight wet and dry 
fight they could win the 1928 election 
and probably break up the solid 
south. 

One very eminent democrat said 
today that a close survey of Tucsday’s 
returns indicates that the democrats 
can win the 1928 election; hands 
down, unless Al Smith and his friends 
persist in making him a candidate 
for the presidential nomination. In 
that event he sees a hopeless division 
of the party on prohibition and re- 
ligious grounds and a campaign as 
disastrous as that of 1924. 

Of course, all speculations at the 
present time are theoretical and noth- 
ing absolutely indicative of what the 
parties should or will make national 
issues will appear until the new con- 
gress gets into action. That will not 
be until it meets in December of 
1927, for it is dead certain now that 
President Coolidge will not call it into 
special session, unless a war or a 
financial panic should compel him to 
do so.

Even in genuine gout, ac- 
cording to the best medical knowledge 
of the day, urie acid is a minor fea- 
ture; the excess of uric acid found 
in the blood of one with genuine gout 
and the deposits of mono-urate of so0- 
dium sometimes -ound in the tissues, 


are now regarded rather as #- mani- 
festation than as a cause of the dis- 
ease. Genuine gout is excessively rare 
today, .otwithstanding the widespread 
indulgence in those habits cof life 
which the medical fathers have always 
held responsible for gout. 

Granting, however, that gout till 
happens, or that some disturbance of 
health akin to it is concerned in even 
a small fraction of the cases p»pu- 
larly ascribed to this cause, the prob- 
lem such condition imposes upon us 
is to correct the faulty metabolism, 
in genuine gout the defective purin 
metabolism... Purin is nitrogenous 
food material from which urie acid 
may be derived. The amount of uric 
acid normally present in the blood in 
health is from the incomplete oxida- 
tion or combustion of purins. The ex- 
cess found in leukemia, pneumonia, 
gout and some other conditions is 
mainly pro¢éuced as a byproduct in the 
delayed or deficient combustion of this 
same nitrogenous material (purin may 
come from the body’s tissue cells as 
well as from foods.) 

All right, then, let us turn on the 
oxygcp and remedy this poor com- 
bustion, , 

I can now tell in not to exceed 100 
words what can’t be accomplished ny 
deep breathing exercise. I can tell 
in just three words what anybody 
may accomplish for his health by prac- 
ticing deep breathing a certain num- 
ber of minutes night and morning. 

Just to get an idea how much you 
pe on yourself by practicing deep 

reathing exercise for, say, five min- 
utes, let some one hold a watch and 
count your normal breathing ‘as you 
sit or stand at your ordinary occu- 
pation. Then go through your breath- 
ing exercise. Then let the observer 
count your breathing for the five min- 
utes after the exercise. Invariably the 
breathing will be found slower and 
more shallow than normal fvllowing 
such forced breathing; this is just a 
natural compensation for the momen- 
tary spurt. The sum total of the 
effort nets you nothing, practically. 
Of course even such a childish effort 
has some v:ilue as exercise, but a 
walk around the block, or even a run 
upstairs, or a few calisthenic move- 
meuts would be of far greater value, 
not only as exercise, but for the spe- 
cific purpose of increasing the sbsorp- 
tion of oxygen into the blood snd the 
utilization of this oxygen for improv- 
ing the draft and speeding up the 
metabolisin. 

Real exercise, muscular play or 
work, is the most effective means we 
have to increase the absorption and, 
more important, the utilization of 
oxygen in the body. It is not. the 
only means, but it is certainly the best. 
And this is what I have in mind when 
I urge everybody who is not confinc] 
as an invalid, to adopt as a rule of 
life the habit of taking six miles of 
oxygen on the hoof every day. I 
doubt whether one who follows ‘his 
rule can ever have any serloi's con- 
cern about the proportion of uric 
acid in his blood or his system. 

Even when there is an excess of 
uric acid present in the blood, as de- 
termined by chemical test, or ceposits 
of monourates in the joints or soft 
tissues, this does not mean “aridosis™ 
nor has it any particular bearing on 
the notion of “acidity.”

Actively engaged in business almost 
up to the moment of his death, the 
former comptroller of currency was 
president and chairman of the board 
of directors of Richmond Trust com- 
pany and in recent months had been 
engaged in the reorganization of the 
Georgia & Florida railroad. He was 
named receiver for the road in 1921, 
and last month, on reorganization, was 
elected chairman of the board. 

In 1913 President Woodrow Wil- 
son tendered him the office of first 
assistant secretary of the treasury. 
Ilis acceptance of this appointment 
marked his advent into national life. 


Following close on the heels of this; 


position came his assumption of a 
membérship on the interstate com- 
merce commission advisory bersrd on 
valuation of railway, steamship and 
telegraph properties. 

Began New System. 


January, 1914, witnessed his ac- 
ceptance of the presidential appoint- 
ment to comptroller of currency. In 
that capacity he was a member of the 
organization committee which launch- 
ed the banking and currency system 
operated. under the then new federal 
reserve enactment. He was_ reap- 
pointec comptroller of the currency in 
919. 


His movement to separate the treas- 
ury department from all control of 
New York stock interests was re- 
garded a™ great service to the coun- 
try. His warfare on banks consid- 
ered as having special privileges from 
the treasury department was given 
national publicity. He alsh con- 
tributed his efforts to the revision 
of the reports of the banks to the 
comptroller of the currency, bringing 
much new data upon the recerds. 

He was influential in bringing the 
federal reserve bank to Richmond. 

Resigning as comptroller in March, 
1921, after participating in the mani- 
fold activities incident upon tae war, 
he returned to Richmond and was 
elected chairman of the board of the 
Richmond Trust company. In July 


~ | of the same year he was named re- 


ceiver of the Georgia and Florida 
railway. 

He was born in Powhatan county, 
Virginia, on July 6, 1865, and shortly 
thereafter his family moved to Rich- 
mond. He was educated here at the 
University of Virginia, where he was 
a member of the Phi B@a Kappa fra- 
ternity.
